MINE WRECKS 
JAP GUNBUAT 
AND KILLS 00 


In Storm Off Pigeon Bay the Hei Yen 
Struck a Floating Mine, Which 
Destroyed Ship and Nearly All the 
Crew. 


TWO OFFICERS AND TWO 
SAILORS SOLE SURVIVORS 


Russians Have Crossed the Hun and 
Are Aggressively Attacking the 
Japanese Position, According to 
Tokio Reports. 


gunboat Hei Yen struck a mine off Pigeon 
Bay on the night of Sept. 18 and foun- 
dered. Nearly 300 persons, her entire com- 
plement, were drowned. Two petty officers 
and two sailors managed to reach Chia Pia 
Island. from which they were rescued, 

The Hei Yen. which was engaged in guard 
duty off Pigeon Bay, was missed by the 
fleet and a search for the vessel was im- 
mediately begun. 

The petty officers and sailors on Chiao 
Pai reported that at dusk on Sept. 18 a 
storm came up, accompanied by high seas. 
The Hei Yen endeavored to return to her 
base, when she suddenly struck a floating 
mine, which exploded under her starboard 
side amidships. The vessel began to sink 
and an attempt was made to lower the 
boats. The boats were swamped and the 
crew jumped into the sea where, owing to 
the heavy combers, they were quickly 
drowned. 

The Japanese fleet carefully searched the 
patrolled locality, but failed to find any 
other survivors, 

An officia] announcement of 
issued today says: 

‘It is highly regrettable that no report 
in any form has been received of the fate

of the other survivors. The sad event was 


made worse on account of the weather, 
which must have added greatly to the aw- 
ful result ceused by the explosion of the 
mine.” 

The Hei Yen's complement was 30 of- 
ficers and men. Eleven of the crew had 
previously been detached for special duty. 


BATTLE IS ON 
FOR SUPREMACY 
IN MANCHURIA 


ST. PETERSBURG, Oot. 1).—Gen. Ku- 
ropatkin has telegraphed to the Emperor 
that the Russian vanguard is now in 
contact with the Japanese, who are with- 
in gunshot. The scouts are skirmishing 
along the entire line. 

TOKIO, Oct. UM, 4 p. m.—It is reported 
that the Russians have crossed the Hun 
river in heavy force and are aggressively 
attacking the Japanese forces which were 
moving northward. A genera] engagement 
is eaid to be In progress. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Qct. ll, 13:6 p. m— 
A period of anxiety is ahead. The Russian 
public bave been warned that now the ta- 
bles are turned and the Russian army is aa- 
vancing. They cannot expect news which 
might reveal Gen. Kuropatkin's plans to 
the Japanese people, and the people will 
have to be content with meager information 
concerning what has uctuaily been accom- 
plished until the Impending battle is in fuil 
swing. 

The same reticence characterized the Jap- 
anese offensive, and the latter, now being 
on the defensive, Will probably furnish the 
world with more information of the Rus- 
sian movements than can be expected from 
the Russian side. 

With the curtain down on the war stage 
many wild rumors may be expected. While 
the general etaff intimates that Kuropat- 
kin is advaneotng cautiously and entrench- 
ing ag he goes. most of the military critics 
hold the opinion that his greatest chance 
of success is a quick smash at the Japan- 
ese positions north of the Taitse river, 
which would drive the Japanese in confu- 
sion back upon the river before thev had 
a chance to prepare for their withdrawal. 

As Kuropatkin’s order for the day was 
not given out until seven days after the 
advance began it would not be surprising 
if heavy fighting was already itn progress. 
Indeed, the latest newspeper dispatches 
say that an artillery duel tasted through- 
out Sunday on the center and right flanks 
and that the Japanese are everywhere re- 
tiring before the Russian advance. 

The statement that Kuropatkin {= mov- 
ing on each side of the railroad in order to 
have an easy line of communication would 
indicate his intention to make a frontal at- 
tack, with a poesible turning movement 
from the west, where the river bars the 
war. No decisive victory is seemingly pos- 


sible unless he can reach the Japanese tne 
of communications.

Victims of the Wreck Are Being Sent 
to Their Homes’and Traces of 
the Tragedy Removed. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WARRENSBURG, Mo.. Ort. 11.—Rela- 
tives of the dead and injured, victims of 
the Missouri Pacific wreck near here yee- 
terday morning. overflowed the town to- 
day. They came to take away the bodies 
of the dead or to assist the injured back 
to their homes. They were met with kind 
sympathy and assistance by the people of 
Warrensburg. With rare expedition the 
bodies of the dead had been prepared for 
burial yesterday and before night al] will 
be away from Warrensburg. 

Many of the caskets were decked with 
flowers by- residents of Warrensburg. Ten 
bodies left Warrensburg last night or on 
early morning trains. 

Of a party of 13 that started from Sedan, 
Kan., for the. World's Fair, three went 
back in caskets. 

Of a similar party from Oxford, one 
went back dead, and half a dozen were 
injured. 

The woman who was unidentified yester- 
day is Mrs. T. H. Alley. Her body, with 
that of her husband, was shipped to Cedar- 
vale, Kan., this morning. Two other cas- 
kets containing the bodies of Doliie and 
Nellie Sullivan went to Cedarvale. 

Three caskets were consigned to Coffey- 
ville, Kan. They contained the bodies of 
Clarence Herring and his two children. 

Relatives took charge of bodies of Mr. 
and Mrs. Phil Ragel and son which were 
shipped to Edna, Kan. 

The body of Dorsey Greer was taken 
to Pennsboro, Mo. 

W. Seidel, the brakeman on the freight 


train, was consigned to Hampton, Io.,

Early this morning men with wheel- 
berrows carried a huge pile of cloth- 
ing and other effects taken from the 
dead from the temporary morgue to the 
M Pacific yards, where a huge 
benfire was kindled and the stuff 
burned. 

Negroes stood about the fire and fished 
out from the blazing pile various ar- 
ticles of clothing that seemed to them 
to have value. 

The coroner's jury resumed its hearing 
this morning; it is expected a verdict 
will be reached today. 

Dr. L. J. Schofield of Warrensburg, the 
first physician at the scene of the wreck, 
says that a number of dead were robbed 
before the relief forces arrived. 

He says that he believes the robberies 
were done by men who were on the 
train. Men who went early to the scene 
report meeting five young men, hurry- 
ing from the wreck toward Warrens- 
burg. When questioned. the men sald 
that they were on the train. 

Dr. Schofield said that he went into 
the car where the dead had been placed. 
There were two rows of bodies. one 
close to the aisle. The pockets of the 
clothing of the dead in the row next the 
aisle had been turned inside out. Exam- 
instion revealed that money and valu- 
ables had been taken from all of these 
bodies, except a silver dollar which was 
found tn the vest pocket of one of the 
victime. 

Accompanied by Sheriff Coe. Dr. Scho- 
field examined the hedies tn the second 
row. Thev found $200 in cash and sev- 
eral watches and other jewelry on the

GIRL FARMER JUST 
LOVES OVERALLS 


Handsome and Talented. She Leaves 
Sodiety for Man’s Work in 
the Field. 


MANY MATRIMONIAL OFFERS 


She Is Best Load Builder in State of 
Michigan and a Driving 
Boss. 

Special to the Poet Dispatch. 

LAPEER, Mich, Oct. 10.—One of the 
most interesting young women in Michi- 
&an is Miss Maud Stratton, the “girl farm- 
er of Lapeer County,” who, though hand- 
some and talented, prefers the work of 
men to the less strenuous duties of her 
own sex, and works ten hours each day 
in managing the affairs of a 200-acre farm. 

Each spring Miss Stratton, who is only 19, 
abandons the gayeties of the winter sea- 
son and, despite the expostulations of 
parents and city friends, buries herself on 
her farm and from the first ploughing un- 
til the crops are gathered does a man's 
work each day. Dressed in men's clothing 
she performs every duty that she might 
expect of the hired men, and nothing Is 
too difficult or tiresome for her. 

Thousands of persons have come to seé 
the “girl farmer of Lapeer County” at 
work. Slender and graceful, her vutdoor 
life hag given to her a handsome form and 
beauty. With blue jean overalls drawn 
tightly about her waist, a ‘‘sun hat,”’ fight- 
ing to hold down her tumbling golden 
brown hair, and with brown eyes looking 
out from under it, Miss Stratton is per- 
haps the prettiest farmer in existence. 


Lets Men Rest 


When She Does. 

With the three mowing machines during 
haying season she is always in the lead, 
and when she stops to get a drink or rest 
her horses the machines of the others 
stop also. If she rakes a 10-acre fleld of 
hay and is tired enough to quit, she sig- 
nals the others to stop also, and when 
pitching hay into the barnes or upon stacks 
she takes turn for turn. Plowing, dragging 
or hoeing, sawing wood or building fencea, 
Miss Stratton sets the pace. Even during 
threshing she stacks straw or pitches bun- 
dies, while other women get the dinner 
for the threshers. 

During these months Michigan's girl 
farmer is at the height of her glory. The 
farm is buzzing with life, and there is work 
from dawn until] dusk. While her friends 
are planning automobile and yachting par: 
ties, she is laying plans for the cultiva- 
tion of crops. Scores of invitations come 
to her, but she always sends a brief note 
back, saying: “‘This is a busy season on 
the farm.’”’ 

“I don't understand why any girl in her 
right mind could help from liking this,”’ 
she says. ‘We've got at least %0 live 
things on the farm, and every bit of their 
love goes to one girl.” 

For a long time the overalls bothered 
Miss Stratton. People would stare at her, 
and then she had to have overalls made 
to order. 


Many Willing 
to Marry Her. 


‘But I can’t help from wearing them,’”’ 
she explained. ‘“‘If I didn't my skirt would 
get caught in the mower and binder chains 


and I would have trouble In everythin 
I attempted to do. And,” she added, “ 
believe my trousers. have brought me al- 
most all of the notoriety I have. Do you 
see that?” 

As the girl climbed into the seat of her 
mowing machine ehe pointed toward the 
barn, where a young fellow was leaning 
on a pitchfork handle watching her. 

‘That's one of them,’’ continued Miss 
Stratton. ‘“‘You know I have dozens of 
offers of marriage from persons who never 
saw me. and now and then one comes out 
to the farm and offers me ‘his heart and 
fortune’ on the spot. Why, one lawyer 
came up from Detroit not 7: ago, and 
in every mail | get letters and photographs. 
I'm keeping a collection of ‘em. 

‘That fellow out there is one of the most 
enthusiastic of them. and he's from Lon- 
don, Canada. He heard of me and trekked 
out here at once. He woke us all up one 
morning at 3 o'clock and said he'd work 
for a dollar a day if I'd let him work near 
me. We had enough men, but I took him 
in. But a little while ago we wanted to 
let one of the men go, and of course chose 
him. And then what in the world do you 
think he did? Why, he offered to work for 
nothing, and here he's been for two 
months. Wouldn't I have a snap if there 
was only a bounty on lunatics?’

She first strolis 
around the field, if she has not done it the 
day before, while the men sit on their 
mowers and wait for her. Some of these 
men are old farmers, but to them the idea 
of putting their opinion inst that of 
“Miss Maud’ would be sacriiege. 

“Thig bunch of timothy on the hill must 
be cut first.”’ she says. ‘That along the 
bottom is greener and can walt.”’ 

Then she touches up her. team, 
mower begins clicking and the young 
sets the pace.

The eighth congress, at its meet- 
ing in New York voted to take no further 
action, as persistent offort are being 
made in Australia to solve the mystery 
of Leichardt'’s disappearance.

JUDGE ZACHRITZ’S CH 
TO GRANDJURY IN 
CENTRAL TRACTION CASE 


First Investigation of $250,000 Boodle Deal Exposed by, 


the Post-Dispatch Failed to Bring Indictments Which 
a Second Grandjury Reported Should Have 
Been Returned. : 


William Zachritz, former judge of the 
Arcuit Court, who was again nominated 
for that honorable office by the Republican 


™ convention yesterday, made a remarkable 


address to the grandjury which investigat- 
ed the $20,00 Central Traction boolie 
deal in 1898, amd failed to return indict- 
monts. 

History of 
the Big Steal. 

The Centrai Traction steal was first ex- 
posed in the Post-Dispatch of Apri! 18. 13%. 

In the articles published in the Post- 
Dispatch on that day and days immediate yv 
following, the complete story of the pur- 
ehase of councilmen and delegates by Rob- 
ert M. Snyder, who was recently convicted 
of bribery in this case, was related. The 
names of the delegates and counci-men 
were given, with the amounts paid to each. 

The details of the expose, then printed 
by the Post-Dispatch, were confirmed by 
the testimony in the Snyder trial. 

On April 25, 1898, one week after the first 
publication in the Post-Dispatch, Judge 
William Zachrttz celied the grandjury. 
which had first been empaneled three 
weeks before, {nto court. 

“Wits special charge to the grandjury re- 
lated wholly to the Post-Dispatch charges 
of corruption, and contuined instructions 
to the grandjurors. 

Judge Zachritz devoted 1 large part of his 
chatge to instructing tho grandjury what 
should be done in cases where unfounded 
accusations are made against officials in 
the public press. 

Theodore C. Eggers was circuit attorney 
at this time. He and his assistant, Samuo: 
Hodgdon directed the work of the grand- 
jury. which, under Judge Zvchritz’s in- 
structions, investigated the Post-Dispatch's 
charges of bribery in the Central Traction 


CABS. 


No indictments were returned. 

In February, 1902, the Post-Dispatch 
brought the Centra] Traction case to the 
attention of the grandjury, which was then 
investigating the Suburban and other stea’s 
under the direction of Circuit Attorney 
Folk. ‘This grandjury indicted Snyder on 
the same evidence that the April grandjury 
of 189 had considered insufficient, and, in 
reporting on its failure to indict others in 
thé Central Traction case, the February 
gtandjury said, in part:

“Without euch a vindication of the inno- 
cent, they are a thousand times more se- 
verely punished by tlre unjust reflection 
cast upon them and théir character than 
the guilty could be by a lifelong incarcera- 
tion in the penitentiary. 

“Furthermore, the public service is -necas- 
sarily injured. because «8s long ae it Is 
permitted wnjustly to even insinuate cor- 
ruption in a general way against an indi- 
Vidual by reason of the fact that he holds 
an official position of a public character, 
no man standing in the community can 
reasonably be expected to accept a position 
of public trust, and thereby the public serv- 
ice must necessarily suffer. 

“On the other hand, every law-abiding 
citizen having the welfare of this commu- 
nity at heart, if he be honest and sincere 
and actuated by correct motives in life, de- 
mands that those who have been entrusted 
with positions of public honor and trust, 
and charged with the administration of 
governmental affairs. shall in every re- 
gpect -absolntely and unqualifiedly comply 
with all the demands and obligations tm- 
posed upon them by law. and to refrain 
from doing anything which would, in law 
be considered a viciation of its* most ea- 
cred precepts.

tion, mace either by word of mouth or 
through the public prints, against a fellow- 
citizen. 

“The law has at all times recognized that 
there are, unfortunately, individuals so de- 
based and vile as to forget for vhe time be- 
ing their obligations towards: their fellow- 
men, or who, perhaps, do not recognize that 
one éxisis, who have willingly lent them- 
selves and their energies in the direction 
of degrading the human race and indi- 
vidual members thereof, and if necessary 
destroying them, rather than elevating 
them. . 

“For that reason our legislators from 
time to time have enacted wise and whole- 
some laws, tending to prohibit and pre- 
vent, If possible, unjust assaults made upon 
the character of an individual. The crim- 
inal statutes of this and other states spectif- 
ically prohibit the villification and abuse 
unjustly of an individual or set of individ- 
uals, by either word of mouth or tn public 
print. and we have laws in force today 
which makes the offense of slander and 
libel crimes ogainst the laws of this state, 
and provide punishment therefor, which 
punishment, unfortunately. is not as severe 
as the crime merita. 

‘The larceny of the property of an indf- 
vidual made a felonv by giatute, and 
the destruction of human Nfe intentionally 
is. made a capital offense. and vet the sur- 
reptitious taking away of one's good char- 
acter and malicious destruction f thar 
which is or ought to Be Uvarer to one tha. 
life itself mere! miscemeanor by 
statute 

“In my opinion, nothing tends tnare to 
aid the citizens in enjoying a goodgform 
of government than an honeet, courageous 
and fearleas public press. The constitu- 
tion guarantees to use the right of free 
speech and free press, but it does not 
contemplate licentiousness. A courageous 
press constantly, even to a greater extent 
than the criminal statute itself, prevents 
crime by public officers, who otherwise 
might be tempted to the commission there- 
of, because they seem to dread the expos- 
ure more than the prospect of puntshment. 
and to that extent al! credit is due to any 
paper which will courageously and fear- 
lesely expose wrongdoing. 

“On the other hand, one of the scourges 
of modern civilization tantamount almost 
to that of an infection, t# e@ licentious 
presse, which, without any regard to the 
rights of humanity of the precepts of 
law, ruthlessly destroys the human hap- 
piness and human character for the mere 
2urpose of bringing a few additional pal- 
‘ry dollars gnto its coffers by pandering 
lo a base desire found in the breasta of 
some people for the sensational, even at 
‘he expense of the destruction of the 
homes and happiness of the families. 

“The paper states in the publication 
‘yeretofore referred to that. it n supply 
he names of witnesses who Rave full 
knowledge of the alleged cornipt trane 
iclions, 

“Gentlemen, it is your imperative duty 
under our oaths. and I charge you, that if it 
is a fact that they have In their posses 
Sion the legal evidence of the commission 
of these crimes, or if they can furnish 
you information leading to the procure- 
ment of evidence which will show the

“I caution you, however, gentlemen, and 
instruct you as I would a petit jury try- 
ing a case as the law contemplates, that 
your investigation should be fair, iIm- 
partial, just and complete; that your con- 
clusion should be based only upon legal 
and competent testimony. The court can- 
not, ag it does in the trial of a case, pass 
upon the question of the competency of the 
testimony, but the Circuit Attorney and his 
assistant, who are charged by law with the 
prosecution of- crimes of this class, and of 
feionies, and who under the _ stat- 
ute are made your legal advis- 
ers, necessarily for that purpose, 
stand in the place of the court, and 
I say to you that you ought not, in de- 
termining this momentous question, and a 
charge of such a gerious nature, act upon 
any evidence except such ae the law con- 
templates you shal) act upon. 

“In that connection I desire to gay to you 
absolutely that you should net consider 
any evidence against any individual] which 
ts hearsay testhinony and of a_kind, which 
the law does not warrant. 

“The proof must be by competent teati-’ 
mony, and of a kind suffictent to satisfy 
your minds to the extent the law requires, 
viz.: beyond a reasonable doubt of the guilt 
of an individual before you ought to charge 
him with such a serious crime. 

“You are also, gentlemon. before you 
pass upon these matters, to bear Jn mind 
the injunction of the law that vou are the 
judges of the credibliity of the wit- 
nesses, and in connection with that matter 
you must consider the character of the 
witness, his manner on the stand, the in- 
terest, if anv, he has in the result of the 
proceeding, his relation to or feeling to- 
wards thé party sought to be charged or 
the parties seeking to charge him (and, of 
course, T do not speak in that connection 
of the representatives of the state, but of 
Outside sources improperly seeking to pro- 
cure an indictment for a private purpose, 
perhaps not apparent on the surface). 

“You are to consider the probability or 
the improbability of the statements of the 
witnesses, and in this connéction you e 
further instructed that if you believe that 
if any witness has knowingly sworn false- 
ly to any material fact, you are at liberty 
to reject all or any portion of such wit- 
ness’ testimony. 


“Gentlemen, in making this investiga- 
tion as the law contemplates you should 
reniember that it must be a i$ fair 
investigation, made in the grandjury 
room, while your whole body te 
in session, and made when the wit- 
nesses aré under oath. The investigation 
should be made in a» impartial manner. 
under the direction of the prosecuting at- 
torneve and the foreman of your hodyv. and 
should be of such a character as will 
tend to e!} 
with this matter. 

“Do not permit yourselves io 
enced by any outside considerations 
have no right to permit 
,;mov ed any consideration other than 
that contained in this chargé and the ob- 
}ligation which you have taken under the 
law contained in your oath. You are to 
be guided tn vour course by the law it- 
aelf as declared to vou tn these instruc- 
tions, and by nothing elae. You will find, 
gentiemen, in a matter of this gravity, 
and in which so much is at Stake, that a 
determined effort, will probably be made 
to influenee your judgment, either indi- 
vidually or collectively, by outside meana 
This the court positively forbids, as the 
law directs. Should anyone undertake to 
influence your judgment In connection with 
your duty in this matter, you ought to 
immediately call the attention of the court 
thereto, wherevpon such action will be 
taken as the law contemplates.

In such a case, Pasitor Janzow would still 
retain his position as head of the most in- 
fiuential Lutheran congregation In Missouri, 
but the church would be cut off from fel- 
lowship with others. 

Should tiie synod ignore the matter, 
would be looked upon as a victory by 
Janzow supporters.
